Labor Party 


The British Labor Party re- 
cently concluded its annual meet- 
ings. They were held in high hope 
of victory on the basis of a num- 
ber of by-election triumphs. At 
this meeting Nye Bevan showed 
up with a change of mind. He re- 
fused to join, as he had before, 
in demands that Britain renounce 
her tests with nuclear bombs. He 
refused to join in any general 
criticism of the United States— 
as did the left wing irreconcil- 
abies. 

But while this is an improve- 
ment from the American point of 
view, there is no blinking the 
fact that Bevan does vigorously 
favor admission of Red China to 
the United Nations and he is an 
earnest advocate of reaching 
some sort of settlement with the 
Russians. 

Neither of these positions will 
make him welcome in so far as 
quite a number of our citizens 
are concerned. | 

Nonetheless, it is quite possible | 
that the Bevan visit is of more. 
importance, in the long run, than | 
is that of Mr. Macmillan. We 
subscribe to the Winston Church- | 
ill belief that the last best hope 
of freedom and peace lies in the 
unity of the English speaking 
people of the world. This coun- 
try should, and will, share with 
the British anything which helps 
to make us better able to resist 
the Communist aggressions. 

In the months ahead Mr. Mac- 
millan’s party will need the as- 
sistance of all possible Labor 
Party cooperation. If Nye Bevan 
goes home from America with a 
new concept of the free enter- 
prise system it might bring him 
around to a close support of com- 
mon objectives. 


Socialist Beliefs 

Bevan’s dislike for capitalism, 
and his dedicated socialist be- 
liefs, stem from his youthful 
days in the coal mining valleys of 
Wales where misery and poverty 
were cruel and unrelenting. 

Nye Bevan is a provincial man. 
He has never been to the United 
States and has, without doubt, an 
out - of - focus image of this 
country. 

Indeed, this journey of his to 
make a few talks, is a triumph 
of planning on the part of British 
and American friends of Bevan, 
who wish him to see for himself. 
They believe it may change, or 
at least mellow, his opinion about 
capitalism. 

To him capitalism is the ruth- 
less exploitation of the coal mines 
in Wales. It means child labor. 
It means no welfare laws. In 
Bevan’s writings he tells, with 
bitterness, of seeing the heads of 
families die of tuberculosis, 
brought on by coal dust, with no 
help from the company. Widows 
and orphans often were cheated 
out of the pittance which was due 
them after the death, by an acci- 
dent, of their bread winners. The 
ownership was largely absentee. 
He learned to hate it and since 
it was typical of European capi- 
talism of its day he became a 
Socialist. 

He is regarded as the greatest 
speaker in Britain—next to Wins- 
ton Churchill, now in near retire- 
e is full of ideas.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (UP)— 
Federal Judge F. Dickinson Letts 
refused today to cancel his tem- 
porary order barring James R. 
Hoffa from taking office immedi- 
ately as president of the Teams- 
ters Union. 

Instead, he proceeded with a 
hearing on a request by a group 
of rank-and-file Teamsters from 
New York for a preliminary in- 
junction placing the affairs of the 
giant union under court super- 
vision. 

CONTESTS ORDER 

Teamster attorney Martin F. 
O'Donoghue argued vigorously 
against such a move. He contend- 
ed that Letts erred in issuing the 
original restraining order. 

But the 82-year-old judge over- 
ruled all objections. After listen- 
ing to arguments most of the day, 
he commented that he was “‘get- 
ting a little bit tired” and reces- 
sed the hearing until tomorrow. 

The case centers on a claim by 
the 13 rebel union members that 
the recent union convention was 
“rigged” to insure the election of 
Hoffa as president. 

In support of their argument, 
they produced records subpoenaed 
from the convention credentials 
committee by the Senate Rackets 
Committee. 

CALLED HIGH HANDED

Judge Rips 
At Faubus,

WAYNESVILLE, N.C., Oct.21 (#. 
Judge Frank Smathers of Waynes- 
ville and Miami, Fla., who retired 
after 13 years on the U.S. district 
court bench, said tonight that the 
Supreme Court and the President 
have unconstitutionally bypassed 
Congress In the school desegrega- 
tion issue. 


The judge, father of Sen. George 
A. Smathers (D-Fla), declared in 
an interview that this, together 
with the action of Gov. Orval 
Faubus of Arkansas, had brought 
on the Little Rock Central High 
School integration violence. He 
termed Little Rock “a national 
scandal” which has ‘‘damaged in- 
calculably the reputation and 
prestige of our nation.” 


Judge Smathers based his crit- 
icism of the Supreme Court and 
the President on his interpretation 
of the 14th Amendment, which 
says the rights of citizens are not 
to be abridged without due proc- 
ess of law, nor are citizens to be 
denied the equal protection of the 
laws. It was largely on this 
amendment that the Supreme 
Court ruled against racial segre- 
gation in public schools. 


GIVES POWER 


The 14th Amendment says: 
‘The Congress shall have power 
to enforce by appropriate -legisla- 
tion the provisions of this article.” 

Judge Smathers said, ‘“The Con- 
gress has not to this day provided 
any enforcement procedure.

RELEASED ON BOND 


Ardesser was released under 
$5,000 bond last week and is ex- | 
pected to testify Tuesday for the | 
state. Trial of the case was re- | 
cessed at 9:30 p.m. Monday by 
Judge Durwood T. Pye until 9:30) 
a.m. Tuesday. The jury was sent 
to a hotel for the night. 

Jackie Leonard Ellenberg, 18, 
of 270 Martin St., SE, the first 
state witness, said he saw Evans 
and Little in a car with a third 
youth he did not know on the 
night of July 18 near the scene 
of the crime. 

Tatum, a guitar player, said 
he was returning home at about 
1:05 a.m. after playing in an 
orchestra when he saw Pursley— 
whom he said was “hollering for 
help’’—run along Juniper street 
with two youths chasing him. 


TELL OF FIGHT 


The witness said they ‘“‘were 
fighting this man in front of 804 
Juniper Street. He said he saw 
the man fal land the two youths 
ran back towards Sixth street, 
NE.

* These funds, while not too large in 
‘considering over-all defense expenditures, 
wery well could mean the difference be- 
tween success and failure of U.S. efforts 
‘in the missiles field. 


* It has been established rather well 
within the past few days that our major 
Yailure has been in basic research—the 
Jong-range scientific investigations which 
do not show immediate results but which 
ido result eventually in such things as the 
Russian Sputnik. 

We have been able to see all too well 
the results of that failure. It has given 
the Kremlin a tremendous propaganda 
victory. It has enabled Khrushchev to 
throw his weight around, to indulge in 
“Big Lie” techniques in the Middle East 
to mask massive infiltration and Russian 
plans to take over the whole region. 

There are encouraging signs that 
Washington and the West are waking up 
at last. British Prime Minister Macmillan 
comes today for conferences with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower which may lay the 
groundwork for resumption of the close 
Western ties which formerly existed. He 
brings three top nuclear and rockets ex- 
perts with a reported plan for pooling the 
two countries’ scientific resources. 


In spite of the success of the Russians, 
Khrushchey may have overplayed his 
hand. While a cornerstone of Kremlin 
policy has been to disrupt Western unity, 
his latest threats work in the other direc- 
tion. The Western alliance was built in 
the first place to counter the blunderbuss 
tactics of Joe Stalin. It tended to fall apart 
after his death but if Khrushchev man- 
ages to put it together again, he will have 
done the West a great favor. a 

The Western nations, for instance, 
seem to be moving toward a unified pol- 
icy for the Middle East—the lack of which 
made infiltration a natural for Moscow. 


Khrushchey assuredly has loosed a 
warning siren. It must be considered a 
signal for the West to mend its fences, 
stop its quarrels and petty differences and 
get together with determination to defend 
its way of life with a will to do all that 
is necessary to that end. 


Surely we can achieve in our system 
of freedom what the Communists have 
done through paying the price of poverty 
and slavery for their people.

Educational leaders at Jefferson, 
faced with problems common to many 
Georgia communities, have incorporated a 
unique feature into their formula for han- 
dling the situation. 


An eight-unit teacher dwelling devel- 
opment, designed to house different sized 
families, is under construction on land 
donated by John Turner and his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Marshall Melvin. 

The school board expects to pay the 
estimated $50,000 cost of the project with 
a loan to be retired from rentals. Surplus 
income from the nonprofit venture will 
be devoted to more teacher housing or re- 
flected in lower rentals. 


Other forward steps on the educational 
front at Jefferson include consolidation 
of schools; opening of a new grade school 
building; acquisition of a 100-acre tract 
for future expansion and a testing pro- 


gram to determine capabilities of each 
student. 


The Jefferson prescription is composed 
of solid ingredients.

Mason, Dixon Line Is 
Now 190 Years Old 


An even 190 years ago this week 
Charles Mason and Jeremiah Dixon fin- 
ished their survey line to the west that 
established what came to be called the 
Mason and Dixon Line and which came 
to be in time the boundary ‘between free 
and slave territory. 


The line did not run all the way 
across the United States as is popularly 
supposed. Nor was it made to separate 
slave territory from free. There was a 
boundary dispute between colonial Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania. It lasted for 86 
years with bloodshed a not infrequent 
result of the many clashes which oc- 
curred. 


Charles I and Charles II granted over- 
lapping, conflicting grants to the proprie- 
tors of two colonies, Lord Baltimore and 
William Penn. The two owners could not 
agree. If Lord Baltimore were sustained 
then Philadelphia would be a Maryland 
city. If Penn were right then much of 
Maryland, including what now is Balti- 
more, would be in his colony. (If extended 
due west about a third of Indiana and 
two thirds of Illinois would be south of 
the Mason-Dixon Line.) 


Eventually Virginia and Delaware 
were drawn into the boundary war. A 
survey was agreed upon in 1750 but in 
true form it was 10 years before the com- 
mittee recommendation was. acted upon. 
The proprietors sent to England for the 
two outstanding mathematicians, Mason 
and Dixon. Mason kept a diary. They 
started in the northeast corner of Mary- 
land and followed a line due west. They 
worked four years, through forests, across 
rivers, swamps and mountains. They were 
delayed, too, by hostile Indians. But they 
settled the border line. In the Missouri 
Compromise and other legislative debates 
the line was accepted as the demarcation 
between slave states and those free. Ironi- 
cally, the exact location of the line is not 
now known. It is no longer important. 


It is good to celebrate the line’s 190th 
birthday. It has been so celebrated in 
songs and ballads about the joys of pick- 
ing cotton that it fallaciously has come 
to be regarded as a creation of the War 
Between the States. Actually it was a 


costly job of surveying to settle the 


boundary dispute of 86 years’ duration be- 
tween the colonies of Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania.

; 7 WASHINGTON—Sen.: Stuart Symington of 
i 4 + Missouri was secretary of the Air Force during 
the Truman administration. In the Senate he has assumed the role of 


critical reviewer of the defense policies and programs of the Eisen- 
hower administration. The detail of some of Symington’s critiques has 
convinced officials and reportorial groups that the senator’s private 
channels of information originate in the Pentagon. 


Hence, and also because of his 
administrative experience there, 
Senate Democrats and many non- 
partisans pay attention to his 
analyses of the state of our mili- 
tary security. 

In carrying out his role Syming- 
ton has become the outstand- 
ing challenger of the soldier-Pres- 
ident’s evaluation of our military 
capacity vis-a-vis that of the So- 
viet Union. This has been a dar- 
ing venture, politically and tech- 
nically. But its increasing tempo 
was plainly to be discerned at 
the senator’s news conference 
last week on “the significance of 
Sputnik to American defense pol- 
icy.” He summarized this as fol- 
lows: 

“During the past 10 years the 
Soviets have outnumbered us in 
the production of jet fighters and 
bombers, although probably not 
excelling us in the quality of 
these weapons. . . . Although the 
Soviets have the world’s second 
largest navy, we are superior on 
the surface of the sea. . . . How- 
ever, they are superior to us 
under the sea (and) they have 
developed a missile, with an ex- 
tensive range, which can be fired 
from surfaced submarines. 
Against this . . . we have not yet 
developed a defense. j 

“During these same 10 years 
the Soviets have drawn abreast 
of us in the development of atom- 
ic and hydrogen bombs. . . . 


Among other statements cate- 
gorically made by Symington 
were that: 

“For a long time” our ballistic 
missile programs have been lim- 
ited to a five-day week. In Mos- 
cow last year “our military peo- 
ple” were informed that the only 
time limitations on Russian mis- 
sile development and production 
“was the sleep required” by the 
workers. 

The Soviet satellite “is a di- 
rect by-product of their ballistic 
missile system. Our planned sat- 
ellite is not related’ to our sys- 
tem. When fired, “some time 
next spring,” our: satellite will 
not indicate the status of United 
States missile development as 
compared with that of the Soviet 
Union. 

The Soviets as yet have no mis- 
sile capable of attacking “all” 
the United States, but “within 
two or three years” they will 
have.

The past two days, as I have written about 
preaching on the race issue, I have said that good 


preaching is constructive and encouraging. There ai 


is a third element: Good preaching 


gets somewhere. It has a starting 


place, a road to travel and a destination. Jesus began with the needs 
of the people of that day and His sermons were related to life as He 


found it. 

He was not blind to the peo- 
ple’s sins and to the social evils 
of His world.

5. All citizens shall-share both 
the responsibilities and the op- 
portunities of citizenship as they 
are individually capable and that 
citizenship is not based on race. 

6. That every altar in every 
church be opened alike to all who 
seek God. 

That does not mean the amal- 
gamation of the races. It does 
not mean that any man is denied 
the choice of his friends. It does 
mean that all men have the 
chance to live without the bond- 
age of discrimination. 

But what is the road we must 
travel if we ever expect to bring 
the Kingdom of God on earth?

Europe.

Much of this is directly the fault 
of the U. S. agencies. They have 
failed to realize that the best pos- 
sible sales talk for the U. S. is 
the U. S. itself, not some obscure 
Balkan personality. 


A BASIC FAILURE 


The VU. S. invented the mass 
media. United States movies con- 
quered the world. U. S. automo- 
biles changed a whole way of life. 
U. S. radio and television draw 
tens of millions each night. The 
circulation of U. S. periodicals is 
global, No wall is so high that 
U. S. music cannot hurdle it. 

But behind the fron Curtain this 
lesson largely has been lost. 
American embassies are not 
equipped. with fleets of flashy 
flare-ended Detroit cars, although 
the late models driven into the 
area by private Americans are 
traffic-stoppers everywhere. 

Hollywood move makers are 
neither encouraged nor compelled 
to sell their fabulous products be- 
hind the Curtain. Instead, they 
are harassed or intimidated into 
rejecting the begging appeals 
from one satellite land after an- 
other to sell it a few American 
films. 


POPULAR MUSIC 


Only in the last year or so has 
*“‘Music, U. S. A.”—a round-the- 
clock broadcast of popular Amer- 
ican music—begun to be piped by 
the Voice of America into the 
lands beyond the Curtain. But it 
is still regarded as an upstart by 
the creators of the leaden politi- 
cal harangues that form the back- 
bone of the Voice and Radio Free 
Europe. 

No counterpart fund program 
has been created to pump U. S. 
records, jazz and classical, into 


with vigor. 
Efforts to instruct satellite ra- 
dio and periodical executives into 
U. §. techniques are almost un- 
known. Yet, acting on. their own, 


eagerly hunting for new U. S. 
TV and radio pitches. 


POLICY CONFUSION 


seems to stem from policy con- 
fusion—preoccupation with ora- 
tory about “‘liberation” and “hard 
propaganda” and neglect of the 
bread and butter job of making 
new friends and making warmer 
friends of old acquaintances. 

This, too, seems to stem from 
basic Washington miscalculations 
—‘‘a feeling that eastern Europe 
is a “lost cause.” 

Even after Poland and Hun- 
gary dramatically proved the 
radical wrongness of this concept 
a year ago, its harmful effects 
persist.

The U. S. Em- 
bassy in Warsaw now is alert and 
active in contrast to last year’s 
isolation and inaction. 


STILL CUT OFF

Eastern Europeans Excuse 


American Snubs, Mistakes

NEW YORK, Oct. 21—The United States has more 
friends behind the Iron Curtain than anywhere else in 


Europe. 

This is the great anomaly of 
our times. While disillusionment 
rises among U. S. allies—while 
London and Paris criticize Wash- 
ington—in most of eastern Europe 
Americans can do no wrong. Or 
almost none.

Much of this is directly the fault 
of the U. S. agencies. They have 
failed to realize that the best pos- 
sible sales talk for the U. S. is 
the U. S. itself, not some obscure 
Balkan personality. 


A BASIC FAILURE 


The U. S. invented the mass 
media. United States movies con- 
quered the world. U. S. automo- 
biles changed a whole way of life. 
U. S. radio and television draw 
tens of millions each night. The 
circulation of U. S. periodicals is 
global, No wall is so high that 
U. S. music cannot hurdle it. 

But behind the fron Curtain this 
lesson largely has been lost. 
American embassies are not 
equipped with fleets of flashy 
flare-ended Detroit cars, although 


the late models driven into the | 


area by private Americans are 
traffic-stoppers everywhere. 

Hollywood move makers are 
neither encouraged nor compelled 
to sell their fabulous products be- 
hind the Curtain. Instead, they 
are harassed or intimidated into 
rejecting the begging appeals 
from one satellite land after an- 
other to sell it a few American 
films. 


POPULAR MUSIC 


Only in the last year or so has 
“Music, U. S. A.”—a round-the- 
clock broadcast of popular Amer- 
ican music—begun to be piped by 
the Voice of America into the 
lands beyond the Curtain. But it 
is still regarded as an upstart by 
the creators of the leaden politi- 
cal harangues that form the back- 
bone of the Voice and Radio Free 
Europe. 

No counterpart fund program 
has been created to pump U. S. 
records, jazz and classical, into 
Iron Curtain lands. Programs for 
distributing translations of U. S. 
literature, current and classical, 
are marginal, easily discouraged, 
seldom pushed with vigor. 

Efforts to instruct satellite ra- 
dio and periodical executives into 
U. §. techniques are almost un- 
known. Yet, acting on. their own, 
many satellite radio directors are 
eagerly hunting for new U. S. 
TV and radio pitches. 


POLICY CONFUSION 


Much of this lack of initiative | 


seems to stem from policy con- 
fusion—preoccupation with ora- 
tory about “liberation” and “‘hard 
propaganda” and neglect of the 
bread and butter job of making 
new friends and making warmer 
friends of old acquaintances. 

This, too, seems to stem from 
basic Washington miscalculations 
—‘‘a feeling that eastern Europe 
is a “lost cause.” 

Even after Poland and Hun- 
gary dramatically proved the 
radical wrongness of this concept 
a year ago, its harmful effects 
persist. There has been some 
reshuffling of American person- 
nel in the area. The U. S. Em- 
bassy in Warsaw now is alert and 


But the U. S. still has cut it- 
self off completely from three 
of the eight regions of the area 
—Albania, Bulgaria, East Ger- 
many. The Budapest legation has 
nothing but a watching brief. Ef- 
forts to deepen and broken con- 
tacts in Czechoslovakia and Ru- 
mania are almost entirely initiat- 
ed by the men in the field often 
over covert opposition in Wash- 
ington | 


Meanwhile, enormous effort is

Luckily for the U.S. most of 
the people of Iron Curtain lands 
thus far have proved themselves 
to be our friends, regardless of 
our omissions, mistakes and neg- 
lect.

Budget to approve an additional $15,000,000 in fiscal 
1958-59 toward completion of the Hartwell Dam. 


The group, headed by Rep. 
Paul Brown of Elberton, also 
asked the bureau for an addi- 
tional $1,000,000 for the Savannah 
River channel project from Au- 


gusta to the sea. 

Congress, with Budget Bureau 
approval, appropriated $835,000 
for the current fiscal year for 
the channel project, and $14,000,- 
000 already has been appropri- 
ated for the $93,000,000 Hartwell 
Dam now under construction. 

After today’s meeting with the 
Budget Bureau, Rep. Brown said 
he is confident that chances are 
very good for approval of the re- 
quested funds for. the next fiscal 
year. 

The congressman was accom- 
panied by Lester Moody of, the 
Augusta Chamber of Commerce: 
Robert W. Wilson, chairman of 


the Augusta Dock Commission, |

The act removed from local | 
school boards and division super- 
intendents all power to assign pu- 
pils and placed it in the hands of 
a state board. 

Thomas B. Stanley of Vir- 
ginia called the action ‘‘not unex- 
pected.””

election, called on Stanley to sum- 
mon a special session of the Leg- 
islature to formulate a new pro- 
gram for averting integration. 

But state officials said they 
thought it unlikely that U.S. Dist. 
Judge Walter E. Hoffman of Nor- 
folk would order immediate inte- 
gration of the schools in Norfolk 
and Newport News. They pointed 
out that Hoffman himself re- 
marked during hearings on the 
cases that he considered it inad- 
visable for desegregation to start 
in the middle of a school term. 
For that reason, the prevailing 
attitude at the state Capitol ap- 
peared to be that there would be 
time for formulation of a new 
program setting up fresh bars to 
integration. 


ALABAMANS HOPEFUL 


In Alabama, State Sen. Albert | 
Boutwell of Birmingham said | 
there were basic differences in | 
the laws of Virginia and Alabama | 
which he believed might enable 
the Alabama statute to survive a 
court test. 

Boutwell, who was chairman of 
a special legislative committee 
set up to screen proposed new 
segregation laws, cited these dif- 
ferences in the two programs: 

1. Virginia’s law took all pdpil 
assignment powers away from lo- 
cal boards and vested them in- 
stead in a placement board. The 
Alabama law leaves it entirely to 
the local boards with no mention 
of race or color.

2. Besides the Placement Act, | 
the Virginia Legislature passed 
another bill cutting off state funds 
in the event of integration. In 
Alabama, the Legislature careful- 
ly avoided any such restrictions. 

In Florida, Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Ralph E. Odum also cited differ- 
ences between Florida’s pupil as- 
signment law and Virginia’s. He 
said he thought the Florida law 
would survive because it did not 
make integration of the public 
schools impossible. 

In Charleston, the chairman of 
Sauth Carolina’s state segregation 
committee made it clear today 
the state’s public schools will 
close before racial integration 
takes place. 

State Sen. Marion L, Gressette 
told a bottlers association that the 
schools will close when the people 
no longer are allowed to operate 
them in accordance with their own 
wishes.
